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Honeywell7~Tncorporated, Minneap olis,, i - ummbina, auvised on 
June 1, 1972, that the Clergy and Laymen Concerned group had 
exerted considerable pressure on Honeywell, Incorporated, in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, in connection with the annual stockh 
meeting held in Minneapolis on April 26, 1972. According t ' 
this group was highly active for some weeks preceding April j. 
1972, by conducting antiwar demonstrations, holding meetings, 
disseminating literature and in general, propagandizing the ill 
effects of Honeywell, Incorporated war production. He recalled 
that the CALC held an antiwar march in St. Paul, Minnesota, 
late in March, 1972, in which about 200 Twin City clergymen, 
seminarians and laymen participated in an antiwar protest 
during Holy Week. 

He further informed that on April 6, 1972, 
James H. Binger, Chairman of the Board of Honeywell, Incorporated; 
and two other top Honeywell officials met with four national - 
leaders of the CALC in Minneapolis. Honeywell officials met 
with Richard R./Fernandez of Ne.w_J£ork Cityy#rfecutive Director 
of Clergy and Laymen Concerned; Richard A^alk, j>ro_fessor - 
of international law at Princeton University and two 
other CALC leaders.

A news release in the Minnesota Daily on 
April 27 f 1972, states that Reverend Robert McAffee Brown, 
Dean of the Stanford University School of Theology, gave a 
sermon on April 24 f 1972, at the Hennepin Avenue United 
Methodist Church in Minneapolis. He spoke to a congregation 
of about 300 persons on the subject of corporate responsibility* 
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Brown spoke principally concerning the ill effects of war 
production by Honeywell, Incorporated and was quoted as 
saying "We must accompany our plea to stockholders with a plea 
to ourselves." Brown called for a reversal of Honeywell's 
tendency to "beat plowshares into swords and pruning hooks into 
spears. This affair was sponsored by the Minnesota CALC. 
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On April 26, 1972,^ ladvised that the \f\ 
CALC would actively participate in the annual stockholders' P !

On 12/21/71, at 7:15 PM approximately 200 white 
predominately young male and female marchers participated 
in a candlelight march through downtown Louisville. The 
march was sponsored by CALC and was meant to recognize the 
deaths being caused by the Vietnam War, At a service after 
the march, 300 candles were lit at a Louisville church sym- 
bolizing the number of people who die daily in the war. CALC 
had obtained a parade permit for the march and there were no 
arrests or incidents associated with the march.

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After the half -hour reading, leaflets were dis- 
tributed at various points throughout the city urging 
persons to do something visible today to express your con- 
viction that this war should be ended. The suggestions in 
the leaflet were peaceful ways to resolve the war. Some of 
the suggestions were: write your congressman and senators; 
work for a presidential candidate who favors peace; plan 
meetings in your home, church or school to discuss wnat you 
can do to work for peace. 

On 4/26/72, CALC announced that it was going to 
take part in a national campaign to force Honeywell, Inc. 
to stop making anti-personnel weapons for use in the Southeast 
Asia war. CALC advised that the campaign against Honeywell's 
production of anti-personnel weapons is in association with 
all 37 local chapters of the national CALC. 

On 5/13/72, an anti-war rally was held at a local 
church in Louisville, Kentucky. The purpose of the rally 
was to speak out against NIXON's mining of Vietnam's harbors 
and to boycott the Honeywell Corporation.

was also shown that the group intended to remain in Washington 
at least three days and that individuals were present from as 
far awsy as Chicago The group remained at the church until 
12:30 PM when they left individually for the Capitol, 
Eventually approximately 200 individuals entered the Rotunda 
area of the Capitol and these individuals were told that the 
Rotunde was closed to the public at 4:00 PM.

A review has been made of the programs and activities 
pursued by captioned organization since October, 1968. It is 
noted that this organization is primarily a pacifist group. 
It has continuously participated in non-violent anti-war, 
anti-draft peacr-oriented activities. Now that the Vietnam 
War has ended and cor.pulsory conscription into the armed 
services has been abolished, the impetus to mount any 
meaningful drive has been taken away. The only real cause 
that CALC seems to have at the present time is the 
repatriation of deserters, draft-dodgers and fugitive peace 
protestors. This cause, in and of itself, is not subversive 
or radical. It is espoused by many legitimate organizations 
and individuals. It is, therefore, recommended that no 
further investigation be conducted into the activities of this 
organization either by the HYO or any auxiliary office. Any 
field office presently conducting active investigation in this 
matter is instruc ted tp_ .d is continue j UACB.

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PCPJ is self-described as a broad 
coalition of local and national 
organizations including the , Communist 
Party, USA, committed to conducting" 
ing demonstrations aimed at ending the 
war in Indochina, and poverty, racism 
and injustice at home. Its National Office 
is located at 1^6 Fifth Avenue, New York 
City (NYC). 

C. Statement of Purpose 

CALC is an association of national and local 
groups formed in response to the United States action 
in Southeast Asia. Its primary goal is to bring a total 
end to the Indochina War and to demilitarize American 
life. It seeks to change those values which corrupt 
America's public policy, foreign and domestic. CALC 
brings religious witness to bear on such policy and 
enables religious communities to become effective agents 
of social change. The committee pursues this program through 
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education and direct action. 
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II. ACTIVITIES OF CALC 

On January 19, 1973, Special Agents (SAS) 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) observed a Mass 
and demonstration sponsored by CALC condemning United 
States involvement in Southeast Asia; the further purpose 
of this peace demonstration was to demand total withdrawal 
of United States troops from Vietnam. In order to 
dramatize their point, representatives of CALC called for 
individuals to go to Washington, D. C, on January 20, 1973j 
to participate in demonstrations opposing president NIXON 1 s 
inauguration on that date.

In the February 6, 1973 edition of the "New York 
tomes, 11 a daily NY newspaper, there was an article headlined, 
11 AMNESTY STRATEGY PARLEY SET FOR PARIS." This article 
reported, among other things, that TOD ENSIGN, a lawyer for the 
Safe Return Committee (SRC), announced at a news conference 
on February 5, 1973 in NYC that representatives from CALC 
would be present at a strategy meeting to be heldin Paris, 
France from February 19-February 22, 1973- The purpose of this 
meeting was to form strategy to move Congress to pass legisla- 
tion calling for exiled military deserters and draft-dodgers 
as well as fugitive anti-war protestors, to be allowed back 
into this country without reprisals. 
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Safe Return Committee (SRC) is composed 
of Citizens Committee of Inquiry (CCl) 
activists who plan to assist some of the 
many self-retired veterans (deserters) 
who wish to return home. 

CCI has been characterized as an anti-war 
group with a New Left political 
orientation seeking a national inquest into 
the war crimes question.

The CALC was described as an association of national 
and local croups forced in 1965 in response to the United 
States action in Southeast Asia. Its primary goal was to 
bring a total end to the Indochina War and to demilitarize 
American life. It sought to change those values which corrupt 
American public policy, foreign and domestic. The CALC sought 
the repatriation without reprisals of United States deserters > 
draftdodrers and fugitive war protestors. The CALC headquarters 
was located at ^75 Riverside Drive > Kew York, New York.
